“The National Motorists’ Assdctation 
does not believe that it. is ‘the proper 
function of a State, national or lot¢al 
Government, or that of an automobile 
club, to enter. the gasoline business or 
any ‘other’ proprietary business in cont- 
petition with established concerns, and 
to sell gasoline. Especially is this true 
in a situation like the present, when a 
price war is being ‘wagéd by .oil tompet- 
itors. . It is not the solution of the 
| problem. 

“It does believe, however, that if 
prices in any of the States at. present 


-|are being arbitrarily -held up, contrary 


to the anti-trust laws or ahy other laws, 
that it is the proper function of State 
and Federal officials to institute’ pro-

Kennedy, a student at Columbia, 
doing -research work on the economics 
of aviation, recently wished to con- 
tinue his ‘studies abroad and get aid

No action was 
taken by the American authorities to 
secure my _ release, to ‘trdnsport me to 
Algeciras or to receive me aboard a ship 
of the practice squadron. I therefore

Refused Transportation. 


*‘ Before leaving Gibraltar for Alge- 
ciras the morning of Aug. 2 I directed 
a letter to Admigal Scales reporting 
to him, stating my circumstances and 
notifying him. that I would await his 
instructions in Algeciras. Later that 
date a naval officer called upon me at 
the hotel in Algeciras and returned to 
me my (papers, together with a letter 
from the Admiral -in which he stated 


that, inasmuch as I had been in-Malaga 
and as I would not “have been. out of 
that city the necessary three.to seven 
days required by quarantine on account 
of the existence of bubonic: plague in 
Malaga, that it would be impossible for 
the Commander Mipshipmen’s Practice 
/Bauadron to furnish me with transporta- 
tion to the United States on any of the 
ships of the practice squadron. 

**On the evening of Aug. 2 I was of- 
fered a ride in one of the squadron's 
launches\from Algeciras to the United 
States ship Arkansas, flagship of the 
squadron. I was taken on board the 
ship that night, and the next morning 
Was presented to Commander Wentworth 
Chief of. Staff, Midshipmen’s Practice 
Squadron. Commander Wentworth took 
me to task for ons aboard the ship, 
telling me that thereby. endangered 
not only his own T ite but exposed the 
entire personnel of the ship to ~bubonic 
plague. My answer to the Commander 
was that my situation was rapidly be- 
coming desperate, that my finances had 
been arranged for my return to the 
United States om the Delaware, and 
that the Admiral’s action placed me in 
‘a position of financial embarrassment. 
I further teminded. Commander Went- 
worth that I had traveled from Toulouse, 
France, to-Gibraltar, a distance of ‘more 
than 1,000 milés, in order that I might 
meet the squadron, 

** The Commander then told me that 
he could not help the situation, no mat- 
ter how far I had come. *.* * He 
did hear my request that his ‘office use 
its influence to seeure for me transporta- 
tion aboard some other naval vessel. 
Commander Wentworth also advise that 
I. should take “my case up with the 
United -States Consul at Gibraltar. He 
assured me that had I not been in 
(Malaga the squadron would gladly trans- 
port me to the United States. He then 
placed me aboard a launch, which re- 
turned me to Algeciras,
